Many Heroes Fall in Hail of Bullets as They Rush 
Back into the Darkness — The Enemy 
Amazed by the Daring Deed. 

Another Ruse by Baden-Powell Wastes Enemy's Ammunition in 
All-Night Fusilade— Boer's Crowning Assault 
Signally Repulsed By Little Garrison.

London, Nov. l(i. A despatch to the Daily Mail from Mafeking seut bj \va; 
of Muglupye because the ruuuei'u sent Houtbwaril were nimble to traverse tin- 
Boer lines, gives an interesting account of the lighting in the last week iu October. 
The correspondent says : 

■■After failure iu rush the town Gen. Cronje bad recourse to the tactics em- 
ployed (luring the siege of 1'otchesstro.m in 1888, making an advance to the 
town by a succession of trenches in echelon. Such a move bad been anticipated 
by us for some time and for that reason there had been sent out parties to worry 
the Boers incessantly by night attacks. 

"These tactics the enemy disliked, but be contented himself with a day eibell- 
iug lire which exposed him to little personal risk. 

"Then Col. Hmleii-Powell plityed his trump card by sending out Flticlaronce'« 
party to worry the occupants of tho trenches. 

'•The little tarce stole out silently lu the darkness. Not tt shot was tlrecl, unti 
the men fixed bayonets, creeping rather than walking along the veldt, gradually 
approaching the t hief Boer position, near the race course. 

"1 hen as they closed in there was a shrill screech; it was I'-ltaelurence' g sig- 
nal for onslapght. A ringing British cheer which the listeners back in camp caught 
uy, and the during party dashed into the trendies. 

"There was a fearful struggle, tho attack tug force catching and bayoneting the i 
Boers under the tarpaulins where thoy crouched, crying for mercy. At lejst fifty 
bayunotB got to work and tho havoc they wrought was terrible. 

"For just a moment there was uo systematic return Ure, but then u perfee c 
storm of bullets pouretl iu from the trenches to the rear. 

" A galu Fltzclarouco'a whistle sounded. It n an "cease tire and scuttr. home- 
ward." The British forces scattered ollently, crossing back under the furious lire 
lu the darkness to the appointed rendezvous, where tho roll w is called. 

"The end eame," says tho correspondent. "After five hours' fighting u>,, 
enemy retired, being heavily beaten for all time so far us Slacking is concerned. 

"Col. Baden-Powell met and congratulated Capt. Fitzclarence and his me» 
upon their splendid work, saying that it was a heavy price to pay but the Iloern 
had to be stopped making rifle trenches within range of the town. 

"The members of the party are now the envy and pride of the garrison. 
Even the Boer commander Botha expressed admiration of the attack and added 
that he would take Mafeking ere long for lie meant to do oue thing or the other- 

"Sunday passed quietly, the volunteer band playing in the open laager. All 
Sunday night, the Boers poured a rifle lire into the town. It was set going after 
dinner on Sunday evening, when Col. B aden-Powell hoisted a red lamp on the 
command:! ge. which was the signal for Capt. Fitzelaronce's night attack. The 
ruse answered splendidly, Tin' moment the light appeared the Boers opened lire 
ami their fusilade lasted the whole night through. 

"There had been a tremendous waste of ammunition. Indeed it is estimated 
that 30,000 rounds of ball cartridges were wasted on tile occasion of the uiglit 
attack on the Boer trenches. 

"Double rations have been served out to the men who are under shelter so 
as to be on the safe side if the Boers should sweep the town by a loug range 
rille lire. The garrison i.s hanging on li nely. Col. Badon-Powell has the fullest 
confidence in everybody and especially iu the matter of implicit obedience to the 
order to bold the lire until the Boers geto close range. 

"The shelling continued all Sunday at intervals. About -1 o'clock in the after- 
noon Gen. Cronje sent in a ilag of truce, giving Mafeking a last chance to 
surrender at the eleventh hour. While the Hag was receiving attention the heavy 
bombardment continued." ftn|a| 

The despatch then describes Cen. Cronje's attack of Monday, the details of 
which have already been cabled from Col. Baden-l'uweH's official despatches. 

"It was the hottest day of the siege. The bring was terrific, the Boer* 
evidently recognizing that the way into Mafeking, if any, was by a kopje which 
was gallantly defended by Col. Walford's men. 

"The garrison is jubilant, while the Boers have been hurled back in disorder 
to their laager and will have to content themselven with a long-range bombard- 
ment, unless they are strongly reinforced. 

" The enemy lost heavily. Five hours after the lighting line had been rolled 
back, two wagons went slowly along their position, picking up the dead and 
wounded. 

"The kopje resembled a shambles after the light. All the men were killed 
by bullets or shells. The lookout tower was shot to pieces, while eveu the 
saddles of horses were fearfully battered. The whole place was simply swashed 
up by tbt concentrated lire of seven gur.s and a thousand rifles. 

" The Boers at lirst held on their advance plm-kily, but ithey could not liver 
when they came to short range, the men being shot down at 300 yards. 

"The enemy is eX|H-eted to withdraw early in order to defend Pretoria. There 
is still no news from the south. Ad I send this message off, (iflO Boers have gom- 
south with wagons, and have commenced shelling." 

THE FIRST REPORT. 

Capetown, Nov- 15.— An undated despatch from Mafeking, received by a mn 
ner, via. Magalapye, on November S, says: 

"To-day all is quiet. We have been bombarded pretty heavily all week.

Troops Leaving

Buller Almost Ready for Ad- 
vance From Durban— Klm-in 
berley and Rhodesia.

London, Nov. 16 (5 a.m.)— The moat 
interesting and in fact the only news of 
the war now conies from the western 
frontier, the accounts of Col. Baden- 
Powell's brilliant exploits at Mafeking 
forming lively and encouraging reading. 
Trench work is quite novel in Boer tac- 
tics and some curiosity is evinced as to 
who may be directing it, and as to what 
is still to be .shown. Nevertheless both 
at Mafeking and Kimberley conditions 
seem favorable. 

PUBIS STATE FORCES LEAVING. 

So far as Natal is concerned, the Brit- 
isher mast possess his sou! hi patience 
and trust to Gen. Buller. Belated des- 
patches from Ladysmith dated Novem- 
ber 7 tell of a languid bombardment and 
:i native rumor that the Bnsutos are on 
the warpath, which is supposed, accord- 
ing to a correspondent, to have had the 
effect of inducing some of the Orange 
l«'reo State. troops to abandon the siege 
and to return to their own territory, and 
also to be accoUlllulii.! for li.e slackness 
of the attempts on Ladysmith defences. 
HEAVY BOER LOSSES. 

Another despatch '.:ya it i. reported 
that in the attack on Free State forces 
at Dewdorp the Boers lost 300 in killed 
and wounded. 

, If the reports ,i.at .lie Free State 
burghers are tired of he affairs and are 
going home should prore true the fact 
would he most important, as their re- 
tirement would probably compel Gen. 
.loubert to withdraw northward. That 
the Boers are entrenched so closely to 
Ladysmith is held in some quarters to 
indicate that they are running short of 
ammunition and guns. 
THE ADVANCE FROM DURBAN. 

All Gen. Buller's arrangements for tho 
advance from Durban, it is reported, are 
practically completed and report suye it 
may be expected in a few days. The 
war office has received several despatches 
relating to military details but it is not 
likely that these will be published. The 
whereabouts of Gen. Buller is not pub- 
licly known here but he is believed to be 
up country somewhere. 

Col. Plumer, it is thought, has aban- 
doned the attempt to relieve Mafeking. 
RHODESIA'S STOUT RESISTANCE. 

Capetown, Nov. 10. — A despatch from 
Buluwayo dated November .'5 says: 

An armored train proceeded south, 
close to Maehudi, where a culvert was 
found clnmnired. The Basuto police, the 
despatch adds, report that a party of 
Boers have been looting and damaging 
■property. 

A Fort Tuli despatch under date of 
Friday, November 3, says there is great 
activity in the Boer camp south of here. 
A reconnoitering party sent along the 
line heard heavy firing in the distance. 
The party returned to Col. Spreckloy's 
camp on the enemy advancing in force. 
It was sliollod at mid-day, stampeding 
■ every horse and mule, but not touching 
ii. man. The Boers ntinnber 400. 

If appears that the Boers surrounded 
Bycli«toro, where a small party stub- 
bornly resisted, ultimately retiring to 
the bush and gaining Fort Tuli. 

An officer and five ti\x>i>ers are missing 
from Spreckley's force, which had been 
out on a day's reconnoitering, and which 
had several skirmishes on returning to 
Fort Tuli. 

London, Nov. 10. — The Times pub- 
lishes the following despatch from Bulu- 
wayo, dated Thursday, November ft: 
'"The Boers attacked the Bechuana 
chief, Kliama, at Selikn Kop. on our 
side of Crocodile river, yesterday, end 
were repulsed. Kliama is confident and 
is working heartily with us. Ho is sup- 
ported by 100 men from here. Chief 
Lincbwe, who was at first loyal, is 
thought to be wavering." 

AT KIMBERLEY. 

London, Nov. 10.— A despatch to the 
Daily Mail dated Kimberley, November 
10, by way of Capetown. November 12, 
reports an exchange of artillery with the 
Boers that morning. No damage was 
done to the town. Subsequently an ar- 
mored train went toward Dronfie'.d, 
where it was fired upon by the Boers, 
after which it returned to Kimberley in 
safety. 

THE FIFTH DIVISION. 
London, Nov. 10.— The Admiralty has 
engaged the fast steamers Gaul, Nor- 
man, Donn Castle and Avondale Castle, 
to embark the greater part of the fifth 
division of 1(1,000 troops at Southampton 
for the Cape.

"On Friday night Capt. Fitzchireuee 
and Lieut. Swinbtiru, with "D" squad- 
ron of the Protectorate regiment, made 
a magnificent bayonet charge upon the 
Boer entrenchment, driving them from 
position and bayoneting a number of 
Boers, who must have lost heavily. Tho 
charge was most gallant and determin- 
ed. 

"The party could not hold the tranches 
and lost six men killed, two prisoners 
ami nine wounded in their retirement. 
We expect a general attack to-morrow. 

"The bombardment has been most in- 
effectual. Everyone remains under shell 
proof cover. So far the shells have 
only wounded one man. The enemy is 
using one Oi-pouuder howitzer, and six 
other guns, from 7 to 1-1 pounds. Tin 1 
town is most cheerful and determined to 
resist an attack to the utmost. 

"The Boers are entrenched on every 
side in great numbers, and are pushing 
.gradually closer and closer to the town 
1'ortllicutions. Wo are all well off for 
provisions and water, though very tired 
dodging shells and lighting.

"In a skirmish at the outposts yester- 
day one trooper was killed and nine 
wounded. 

"Only 51 men of 'D' squadron were en- 
gaged in the attack, though they were 
assisted by thinking lire from the gun of 
tho Cape Police. The Boers made a des- 
perate attempt to drive back the British 
and their entrenchments opened a ter- 
rific lire in every direction, the Hash of 
the rilles lighting up tho entire position. 
A hail of bullets rattled on the roofs of 
the houses of the town. Upon complet- 
ing the circuit of the Boer front line of 
trenches, the British withdrew in inde- 
pendent lines of retreat, covered by the 
Hank lire from the Cape Police. The Boers 
continued to lire volleys at intervals dur- 
ing the night. The Boer loss is estimated 
at: KID killed and -wounded. 

"The Boer commander informed an 
officer in charge of a Hag of truce that 
he estimated the attacking squadron at 
1.0(10 and he added he was not aware 
that the British force at Mafeking was 
so large. The Boers were observed from 
Mafeking burying their dead all day 
long." 



BRITISH TROOPS ARRIVE. 

Relief of Ladysmith Provided For and 
Now Forces Started on 
Other Routes. 

London. Nov. 15. — The troopship Ha- 
wardon Castle with the Second battalion 
of tho Royal Irish Fusiliers, has arrived 
at Durban, bringing the number of re- 
inforcements that have landed there up 
to 5,227. Five other troopships nrjj now 
en route from Capetown to Durban. 
The total reinforcements that have ar- 
rived in South Africa since Friday are 
10,000 men, chiefly infantry: nearly 
13,000 horses and mules, three batteries 
of field artillery and a number of quick- 
firing guns. 

The fact that the Britannic has start- 
ed for East London is taken to mean 
that Gen. Buller is satisfied that, the 
troops which have already landed or are 
now on the way to Durban will be suffi- 
cient to carry out his plans for the relief 
of Ladysmith. 

It was officially announced this after- 
noon that the British troopship Goorkha, 
with the First Brigade staff, the Third 
battalion of the Grenadiers, and a de- 
tachment of the Royal Engineers; tho 
transport Manila, with the Second Dev- 
onshires, and the transport Nomadic, 
with the remounts, have arrived at Cape- 
town. 

BOERS REPORT PROGRESS. 

Within Fifteen Hundred Yards of Brit- 
ish Position at Ladysmith 
Last Friday. 

Capetown, Nov. 10. — A despatch re- 
ceived here from Pretoria dated the 0th 
instant says reports received there from 
Ladysmith said heavy cannonading 
started at daybreak, ami that some of 
the Boer forces were within 1,500 yards 
of the British when the cannonading 
ceased and rifle fire commenced. Tin 1 
Pretoria despatch also announced .'ill 
quiet at Mafeking and Kimberley. 

METIIUEN GOES NORTH. 
Capetown. Nov. 10. — Gen. Lord Paul 
Methuen. of the first division, accom- 
panied by his staff, went north tins even- 
ing by train.

London, Nov. 15.— The Hamburg-Am- 
erican steamer Patria, Capt. Frelich, 
which left New York November 4 for 
Hamburg and passed the Lizard yester 
day, has been abandoned on lire near 
Dover. All the passengers were rescued 
and have arrived at Dover. 

The Russian steamer Ceres sighted the 
Patria showing signals of distress and 
demanding immediate help, about 12 
miles from the North of Hinder light- 
ship. The liner was enveloped in smoke. 
Pulling on full steam the Ceres soon 
reached the Patria ami sending a boat 
learned that (.'apt. Frelich was in n g- 
ent need of assistance. The boats v •••<■ 
got out hud with great difficulty all the 
Patria's passengers, numbering 150, were 
transferred to the Ceres, which proceed- 
ed for Dover where she arrived just be- 
fore midnight. 

Francis \\\ Prescott. the United States 
consul in Dover, was immediately unti- 
tled and he consulted with the harbor 
authorities who arranged Hi send out 
the harbor tug Lady Vita, which brought 
the rescued ashore. Among the saved 
are many ladies and children as well a 
six babies in arms. The hurry of th 
rescue was indicated by most of thei: 
being enveloped in blankets. They wer 
rapidly distributed among the hotels o 
sent to the Sailors' Home, and every- 
thing is being done for their comfort 
Interviews with some of the passenger! 
eliciteil the fact that most of them tin 
Americans who have come for a vacation 
in Europe. 

All were ordered on deck at o'clock 
Wednesday raoTITTng, when they wer 
formed that a disastrous fire had broken 
out among the general cargo and as tho 
crow wi re unable to master it the cap- 
tain said he considered it advisable for 
the passengers to be ready to take to the 
boats. At this time it was evident that 
the fire had obtained a thorough hold 
upon the cargo. Smoke anil flames were 
ascending with overpowering force and 
causing the greatest alarm. The crew 
according to several passengers, worked 
like heroes in their endeavors to keep 
the flames under control, but the great 
quantity of linseed among the cargo and 
the oil supplied by (his made all their 
efforts hopeless. 

There was very great excitement 
among the women and children but the 
example set by the coolness of dipt. 
Frelich and the crew had a calming 
effect upon the passengers generally. 
The boats wen? promptly got over tin 
side, the crew working as if they were 
fit drill. The safety of the ladies and the 
children was the first consideration. As 
the fire had by this time consumed the 
greater part of the passengers' belong- 
ings they had to get into the boats as 
they had come up from their bunks and 
some were in very light raiment. The 
scene was a striking one with some 
touching aspects as husbands and fath- 
ers parted from wives and children. 

Although everything was carried out 
under the most trying circumstances, 
thanks to the great coolness of the cap- 
tain and crew, there was no panic, all 
the passengers being gotten into the 
boats, and into two fishing boats said to 
belong to Yarmouth, which had come up 
in the meantime. 

Just as this had been effected a large 
steamer was seen to be making towards 
the burning liner. She proved to be the 
Ceres, which first sent a boat and then 
(licked up all the passengers. The Ceres 
offered also to take off Capt. Frelich and 
the crew, but the latter preferred to re- 
main by the vosjel as long as there was 
any chance of saving her, although there 
was the greatest danger in doing so, her 
hull being red hot ot the time and there 
being every indication that she would 
burn for a considerable period. The pas- 
sengers say they learned from the officers 
that Capt. Frelich hopes to put his 
steamer ashore at some point on the coast 
where there will be a possibility of sav- 
ing it. The scheme does credit to a gal- 
lant crew and it is hoped may be success- 
ful. 

The passengers, who bad nothing to 
eat since half past seven Wednesday 
morning, were treated with the greatest 
kindness on being landed at Dover. 
Among them were 24 Indies and about 
2(1 children who looked very wretched as 
they landed at the Admiralty Pier. 

The crew of the liner is said to consist 
chiefly of Americans.

It is be- 
lieved no observations were practicable 
anywhere in England. 

From Brussels observatory between 
1:30 and a.m. Wednesday numerous 
Leonids were visible ranging in brilliance 
from the second to the third degree, 
having in most instances a train rosetnb- 
ling u comet.

MARCONI'S MAGIC. 

Exchanges Messages From Atlantic 
Liner on Approaching the 
English Coast. 

London, Nov. 15.— The American liner 
St. Puul, which arrived at Southampton 
to-day, had a unique experience as she 
approached England. Signor Marconi, 
from a wire attached to the mainmast, 
established communication with wireless 
instruments at Alum Bay and Poole, and 
received despatches from both points, 
regarding the progress of the war in 
South Africa, the wreck of the United 
States cruiser Charleston and other im- 
portant events. This intelligence was 
published in the Transatlantic Times, 
printed on board ship, the paper selling 
at a dollar a copy and the proceeds being 
devoted to the seamen's fund.

Sir: I decline to believe that tlic 
■writer "who signed himself "Browning 
Smith 1 ' in Monday's Times is what lie 
professes to be, a. Conservative. I re- 
fuse further to believe that "Smith" is 
his tme aatl lawful name; but I <lo think 
tlmt, ashamed of the cognomen bestowed 
wpou him by his forbears he has stolen 
the highly respectable patronymic of 
"Smith," to nose as the guide, philosoper

Was there ever as 
cowardly a policy promulgated else- 
where? A fight is to be put up only 
where victory is assured! Where there 
h not a victory in sight principles arc to 
bo sunk and men opposed to Conserva- 
tism may be supported by Conservatives! 
As a Conservative I protest ugainsl this 
doctrine. I suy it is an evidence of pus- 
illanimity which ought not to be con- 
doned by British Columbians or accepted 
by the tried . and true Conservatives 
amongst us. Victor Hugo in his> power- 
ful book entitled "Ninety-Eight" des- 
cribes the damage wrought to a French 
man-of-war by a cannon which having

THE WA It. 

There was really no war news yester 
■day. The Btory from Paris that Lady 
umilli liad fallen into the hands of the 
Boers was without anything to corrob- 
orate it, and it is hardly conceivable that 
if it were true? the British war office 
would not have boon in possession of the 
news and have given it out to the pub- 
lic. The people of Great Britain would 
not submit tamely to the suppression of 
Information of such gravity. Hence w 
do not place any credence in the report 
A Pretoria despatch of November ! 
seems to indicate that a general assault 
on Ladysmith was in progress. It was 
on the evening of November that the 
Kallirs brought into Estcourt the story 
-of a severe Boer defeat on the morning 
of that (lay. We were alno told by an 
Estcourt despatch that a heliograph mes- 
sage was received from Ladysmith on the 
9th saying that all was well. There was 
clearly heavy fighting around Ladysmith 
on the Oth for an Estcourt despatch 
spoke of the heavy cannonade heard on 
(hat. day and of specially heavy dis- 
charges indicating that the Naval Bri- 
gade had got its guns to work. The 
.despatches said that the location of the 
town was a cauldron of smoke. We 
■therefore have reports from both Brit- 
ish and Boer sources of a bombardment 
of Ladysmith on the morning of Novem- 
ber 0, and a report on the same night of 
a British victory. On top of Ibis conies 
.the Tnris story of the capture of the 
'town. Doubt is thrown upon all accounts 
of tin? termination of the day's lighting 
by the entire omission of any bulletin 
froru the war office. It is inconceivable 
that with communication within twenty 
miles of Ladysmith the war office could 
remain in ignorance "I" its capture live 
days ago. 

The report from Mafeking yesterday 
morning was disquieting until ve looked 
carefully at the date. The news was at 
least older than the 8th inst. and spoke 
of a general attack being expected, clos- 
ing with the rather discouraging words 
that the town was "determined to re: 
the attack to the utmost." The Pretoria 
despatch of November above referred 
to rejK)rted all quiet at Mafeking and 
Kimberley, so that if this despatch was 
genuine, wo arc safe in concluding that 
if a. general assault on the former post 
took placp bofore November S it was un 
successful. 

Additional troopships have arrived a 
the Cape, and one of them has been 
ordered to East London. This news was 
dated at the Cape yesterday, and 
seems safe to assume that, if Ladysmith 
had fallen there would have been n< 
of the, immediate despatch of troops to 
Durban. Gen. Buller would hardly think 
it worth while to prepare at East Lon- 
don for an advance through the Oran 
b'reo State, if .Toubert had vanquish 
While and was preparing to descend into 
lower Natal with a victorious army. 



which cansuot bo disputed, and in fact is 
not disputed. It is beyond ail question 
the finest place on the Coast as a sum- 
mer resort. Wo speak now of its 
natural advantages. In this connection 
it is important to note that there is grow- 
ing up in our province and in the states 
of Washington and Oregon a largo popu- 
lation, which will seek a summer resort 
in increasing numbers every year. There 
is no place where such people can go, 
which in any way compares with Vic- 
toria — that is, no place within easy reach 
of those places. We may, therefore, 
feel some degree of confidence that if we 
place ourselves in a position to secure 
this summer business, we can count with 
reasonable certainty upon getting the 
major portion of it. This is a very valu- 
able class of business. The majority of 
those persons who leave home for the 
summer spend money freely. They 
make an excellent local market for 
fruits, vegetables, eggs, poultry, flowers 
ami the like. They liberally patronize 
livery stables, the proprietors of boating 
houses and other establishments of thai 
kind- The merchants lire directly profit- 
ed, for such people make all manner <>' 
purchases, chiefly small but of a class of 
goods upon which the percentage "f 
profit is high. A summer population of 
a thousand people of the class mentioned 
would mean the circulation of « very 
gnat deal of money in the city. Wc 
axe not prepared at present to take care 
Of so many people, and one of the efforts 
made by the public ought to be i" 
ready for them. 

Tbid naturally leads up I" a subject 
which Mr. Shailcross brought before Ihe 
meeting, namely the permanent improve- 
ment Of our streets on a somewhat ex- 
tensive seal.'. Complaints are frequently 
made of the condition of the wharves lit 
which steamers land here, that is, of the 
lack of anything like reasonably good 
accommodation. That these complaints 
are well founded must be admitted, hut 
at the -same time it is quite true that the 
arrangements at. the place mentioned are 
in keeping with the general appearance 
of the city streets. If the street* and 
bridges are made more in keeping with 
up-to-date ideas, our steamship landings 
will he improved by their respective own- 
ers. This matter of terminals is one 
that does not apply to Victoria alone, but 
holds good of most of the Western chics. 
Take Seattle for example. It is not easy 
to imagine poorer passenger terminal fa- 
cilities than they have there in view of 
the enormous volume ot travel. It is 
otherwise at. Portland. A visitor to Port- 
land is favorably impressed the moment 
In. leaves his train. This sort of improve- 
ment would follow as a matter of course 
upon the general betterment of o'.ir 
streets and sidewalks. 

The idea of raising a special loan for 
compulsory improvements is one that is 
worth considering and we know of no 
matter which might be taken up immedi- 
ately with better effect. If there is to 
he any legislation on the subject at the 
next session very little time remains in 
which to work the matter up. We in- 
cline to the proposal that if a special 
fund is to he raised there should he spec- 
ial taxation to meet at least a part of the 
sinking fund and interest. This seems 
to he a matter in which the citizens of 
Victoria, as distinguished from the rate- 
payers, ought to have something to say 
and toward which they ought to pay 
their share.

LABOR QUESTIONS. 

The Nelson Miner hopes that .Mr- 
Cotton proposes to do something to re- 
store satisfactory conditions in the 
mines of Southern British Columbia. 
We quote: 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Cotton is 
giving his best consideration to the dis- 
turbed condition of the mining industry 
in Southern British Columbia. Outside 
of Rossland, production is almost entirely 
suspended. The situation is becoming 
more and more unsatisfactory. It is duo 
to the interference of the legislature, and 
the legislature i« expected to lake the 
earliest opportunity to repair the Injury 
as tar as it can. It cannot by an act 
restore the harmony that was so wan- 
tonly destroyed, but it can free labor of 
the restrictions put upon it by the eight- 
hour law and assure capital that it has 
rights which are deserving of respect. If 
it will ilo those things, we can (rust to 
lime to restore the old harmony. .Mr. 
Cotton is master of I he government, and 
the province is looking to him to take 
action in the matter. 

The real diiflleulry in the way of deal- 
ing with the subject spoken of by our 
contemporary ' s the timidity of the poli- 
ticians. We had an illustration of this 
at the New West minster convention, 
when the Conservatives declared in gen- 
eral terms in favor of the eight -hour law. 
We see it on every side, for wdiilo every 
one admits that the legislation of last 
session was enacted without sufficient 
consideration and hence without due 
safeguards, not a public man has been 
found ready to undertake to correct the 
error and suggest legislation which, while 
satisfying the reasonable demands of 
the miners, will have sufficient elasticity 
about it to permit mining operations to 
bo carried on. 

This timidity is duo. to fear of what is 
called the workingmen's vote, and this 
fear is caused by a complete misconcep- 
tion of the intelligence and general good 
sense of those who are usually meant 
when workingiuen are spoken of. No 
portion of the community keeps itself 
hotter informed as to what is going on 
or is more open to the persuasive influ- 
ence of sound argument than these same 
workingiuen. But they are largely left 
in the hands of professional agitators, or 
else they are approached with preten- 
sions so transparent that a child would 
not be deceived by them. Deal with the 
workingiuen intelligently, moot the har- 
angues of demagogues by the sober facts 
of business and sound political economy, 
and they will bo found quite as open to 
reason as any one else. 

There is no labor question in British 
Columbia that cannot bo readily solved 
if approached in a judicious way. The 
men who have cap'tal to invest desire

PAPER AND TREES. 



The Importation of wood pulp Into Italy 
Is greatly on the Increase. 

Norway supplied Croat llrltatu with 
twice as nuieli ground pulp last year as Un- 
united States. Canada, Sweden and Hol- 
land combined, 

One n( tin. rnost valuable timber trees 
In the great Northwest, the red cedar, 
grows to a maximum height of 800/oet and 
a diameter of 1 1 feet.

— The arbitration 
under the Coal Milieu Regulation act 
opened to-day at the court house before 
Messrs. Wynne ami McAUen, arbitrat- 
ors, and Mr. McCready, umpire. Hon. 
A. Henderson, attorney-general, appears 
for Ilk' Minister of Mines, and Messrs. 
t'assidy >V Davey for the Union Coildcry 
and It. Dunsniuir & Sons. 

There are six matters before the arbi- 
trators, being the new special rule pro- 
posed by the Minister of Mines to the 
different colliery owners, and questions 
of the competency of Chinese and Japan- 
ese employed in the Union colliery nmd 
Wellington Extension mines. It was 
arranged that all these matters should 
be heard together. 

The Attorney-General proceeded to 
open the matter when Mr. Oossidy asked 
that tho stenographer take down every- 
thing. Mr. Henderson strenuously ob- 
jected to this, but the arbitrators decid- 
ed that a full report should be kept of all 
the proceedings. 

Mr. Cassidy then asked that as the 
mines concerned were at Cotuox and 
Wellington, the arbitrators should sit 
there, us it would be a great hardship 
to the men to come to Nainaimo, and he 
stated that Mr. Dunsniuir would trans- 
port everyone free of charge. The 
arbitrators, however, decided to sit only 
at Nanaimo and Wellington, stating they 
would view the mines if thought neces- 
sary. 

The rest of tho afternoon was taken 
up in reading the fotmal papers. The 
taking of evidence will be- commenced 
this morning.

Public Meeting Unanimously 
Decides to Form a Per- 
manent Fund. 



KLONDIKE 



Suggestions on How Best to 
Attract Profitable Attention 
to This City. 



The movement to secure a permanent 
•rganizdtion for the systematic adver- 
tising of tlie advantages of the city of 
Victoria was taken up with enthusiasm 
at the public meeting held in the board of 
trade rooms last night, and it was de- 
cided to form a committee to carry on 
the work- A great many practical sug- 
gestions were made, and the prevailing 
feeling was that the citizens of Victoria, 
iby working harmoniously together, could 
do a great deal towards advancing the 
prosperity of Victoria, the object which 
every citizen has at heart. 

Mayor Kcdforn being chosen chairman 
and Mr. F. Elworthy secretary, the 
notice calling the meeting was read and 
the proceedings were opened. 

The chairman in his opening remarks 
referred to the formation some time ago 
of a committee to advertise the city, and 
explained that this present meeting was 
called to make the scheme a permanent 
one. He held that the advertising of the 
city could better be done by a committee 
of citizens than by the mayor and council 
and he suggested that ns an attraction 
to tourists and as an advertisement one 
of the best plana was a united effort to 
improve the city. To carry out this 
properly some change in the municipal i 
act was needed, for at present the coun- 1 
cil's hands were to a certain extent tied 
However, he would not go into that mat 
ter at present. 

Mr. L. G. McQuade then moved the 
following resolution, which was seconded 
by Mr. J. .T. Shallcross: 

"That this meeting pledges its support 
to the proposal to form a permanent 
fund by general subscription, to be call 
the citizens' fund, which is to be placed 
in the hands of a committee elected by 
the subscribers, and to be used to ad- 
vance the interests of Victoria by mak- 
ing more generally known the attrac- 
tions and advantages of Victoria and of 
Vancouver Island, and by such other 
similar means as shall seem most likely 
to advance the end desired." 

Mr. Shallcross agreed with the Mnyor 
that the work of advertising cou'.d better 
be done b-y a committee of citizens than 
by the mayor and council. A united 
effort must be made by the citizens; 
<bere had been hitherto too many cliques, 
and if the present plan brought the peo- 
ple together with one object, the better 
it would bo for the city. He proceeded 
to show the advantages of such a com- 
mittee as proposed. To do this work 
properly the committee must have 
money. It was not a philanthropic 
work, but a business project to attract 
tourists and to aid in developing the re- 
sources of the city and island. One 
suggestion made was that large photo- 
graphs or Victoria and its surroundings 
be placed in prominent places such ns 
hotels in various cities, and another plan 
was to have occasional articles in the 
press of this continent and Europe. 
Then, too, there should be a permanent 
secretary, so that strangers visiting Vic- 
toria could get all necessary information 
about the city. The fund it was pro- 
posed to form should be spent judiciously 
and to the best advantage. Victorias 
advantages as a watering place should 
be ma.de known; capitalists should nave 
their attention drawn to the Island's re- 
sources and Victoria's splendid position 
a« a port and its commercial advantages 
should lie sot nut. The mineral resources 
of Vancouver Island should be promi- 
nently advertised, and the great agricul- 
tural' opportunities should not be losl 
sight of. There was no climate that 
could surpass that of Victoria, and that 
shoHiId be set forth prominently. There 
were certain things, too, that should be 
rectified. The roads should be im- 
proved, there should be public swimming 
baths, and it was to be hoped that the 
.lamed Hay (bits would be improved. 
The corporation during the past year 
had done some good street improving, 
'out these were only samples. lie 
thought that the spirit of improvement 
was now well awake, and that people 
should put their shoulders to the wheel 
and send the city ahead. It was no use 
tinkering with the matter. What was 
required was a loan of half a million 
dollars to make improvements. There 
had been too much of a disposition to let 
things drift, but now the writing was on 
the wall, and it was for the people to 
say what they were going to do about it. 

Mr. C. IT. Lugrin spoke from 'the ex- 
perience of simitar advertising move- 
ments in New Brunswick, and gave the 
views that men largely interested in 
railroad and steamer lines had expressed 
to him in that province. They had told 
him that it was from near-by tourist 
travel that the best results were to bo 
expected. This was the class of people 
who during the summer months sent 
their families to the country or to water- 
ing places, where the head of the family 
would rim down once a week from busi- 
ness to see them. In the Maritime 
Provinces and in the State of Maine 
this summer travel was of immense pro- 
portions, and there was no reason why 
Victoria should not build up a similar 
traffic from the neighboring cities of the 
province and of the adjoining states, as 
there was a large population from which 
to draw. To get hold of this trade the 
sympathies and co-operation of the 
transportation companies must be se 
cured. Speaking of the experience ir 
New Brunswick, he said that the trans 
porta t ion men there had said among the 
things that had to be considered was 
that of good hotel accommodation for the 
three classes of summer tourists. One 
of these was the class who wished the 
very best accommodation and was will- 
ing to pay for it the second class was 
that of people not so wealthy who want- 
ed good accommodation at a more mod- 
erate price; and the third class was 
the family trade. 'He did not say this 
to discuss the hotel accommodation, but 
simply to te'l what the transportation 
men in the East had said. Then there 
was the question of transportation, and 
as an instance of this lie pointed out 
that one railway in New Brunswick had 
spent one million dollars in improving 
the service for summer tourists; and 
the manager had told him it was the 
most profitable money the road had ever 
expended. Mr. Lugrin, for the benefit 
of the meeting, showed a number of 
folders and publications or St. John, N. 
B., and Halifax, advertising the ndvith'

could occasionally print illustrated arti 
cles on the city and its industries and re- 
sources, and the papers should be circu- 
lated in the hotels throughout the coun- 
try, so that the city could be kept promi- 
nently to the front. He would repeat 
what he had already said at fe-nuei 
meetings — that one of the truest ways 
of advertising the city was by regula 
every-day commercial advertising in th 
city newspapers by the business men. It 
was worth more to the c ty than any 
other kind of advertising that could hi' 
suggested. 

Mr. Herbert Cuthhert advised that if 
there wus advertising in the papers tin 
advertisement should be changed fre 
qucntly. That was the trouble with tin 
former advertising of the city in out 
side newspapers. Any official who was 
appointed to do the advertising should 
bo an adept at the work. He dwelt on 
the necessity of catering more to tour- 
ist travel in Victoria. But after all, the 
chief question was how to make Victoria 
11 home for thousands and thousands of 
workinginen. If capitalists could be in- 
duced to invest here in our industries, 
that would he one of the best things that 
could be done. Regarding the mineral 
resources, the West Coast trade had in- 
creased between 200 and 1500 per cent, 
in the past year and the traffic on the 
E. & N. railway had also increased large- 
ly. He advised Victorians not to sit 
down and allow outsiders to take hold 
of tlie mines, but to do their own part in 
developing tlie mineral resources of the 
Island. 

Mr. Simou Leiser took exception to 
some of Mr. Cuthbert's remarks as to 
the old advertising committee, The com- 
mittee had met frequently and hail ad- 
vertised to the best of their ability. The 
advertisements had not been allowed to 
stand, but had been changed frequently. 

Mr. Cuthbert had not made his remarks 
from u desire to cast reflections, but to 
point out improvements for the future. 
Mr. Gordon Hunter endorsed Mr, Lu- 
rin's remarks about encouraging nearby 
tourist travel. For example it would 
be advantageous to place before the city 
f Portland the advantages 'of Victoria 
s a summer resort. Some committee 
hould be struck to secure information to 
give the transportation companies, such 
s the C. 1'. B. to put in their folders. 
Mr. H. E. Gillis, who had had expert- 
nce in similar advertising elsewhere, 
thought the move one in the right direc- 
tion. He was surprised that something 
the kind had not been done before. 
He enme from a city in Nova Scotia 
which had spent a great deal of printers' 
ink in advertising, with excellent results 
in attracting summer visitors from the 
New England States. He failed to see 
how Victoria could not have similarly 
good results. He spoke favorably to 
wards securing excursion visits by news- 
paper men as another means of making 
the city known. 

Mr. Noah Shakespeare was in favor of 
advertising tlie city and spoke of the 
advantages not only of good roads but 
of railroad connection. Victoria bad not 
gone in enough fir the genera! good ol 
I he city. incidentally lie favored tin. 
I'ort Angeles railway, for Victoria would 
never be lae city it should be till it hud

Three more of the big licet of vessels 
on the coast have reached port. The 
Penelope, the last of the sealing fleet 
oat, which has been held prisoner on 
tho coast by the weather for several 
weeks, got home yesterday. She has 
already been reported several times uud 
since arrival from Bchring Sea until 
Sunday night had been laying in Kyu 
ipiot. The steamer Thistle was a second 
arrived. She of course has not been 
detained for long, having only been char- 
tered by the C. P. N. Co. to relieve 
heavy pressure of freight offering for 
Ike coast, and the Senator, a salmon ves- 
sel, was the third. The Lome, which 
brought her in, has left for the Cape 
again and may be expected in to-day with 
another vessel. According to the This- 
tle the licet en the coast is still very 
large. She reported no less; than sixteen 
off the Capo, There are several vessels 
now overdue but it is believed their de- 
tention is due to calms. Among this 
lleet are the bark Libertad, 80 days 
from I'isagua; the Highland Light, 
which left San Francisco for Victoria 
in mid-October, and the bark Ferris S. 
Thompson and American Girl, which left 
San Francisco for Puget Sound on Oc- 
tober S.

guest-room building, constructed of wood, 
and approximately [in feet In length by 
thirty in width. Before auy Hteps could 
he taken toward organized ntiiek upon the 
devouring element, the hotel had been re- 
duced to n heap of smoking ashes, and the 
lire had leaped the narrow village .street, 
to lick up the row of stores and cabins, as 
well as tlie home of Mr. George Cunning- 
ham. 

Wherever the tire touched a dean sweep 
was made, absolutely nothing being rescued. 
Mr. Cunningham, for example, has only a 
hunch of keys to show for the labors of 
23 years.

THE CHURCH AND DIVORCE. 

Episcopal Convention Urged to Take 
Definite Stand Against Ko- 
Marriagc. 

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 15.— Bishop Donne 
in his address to the Episcopal diocesan 
(invention to-day dwelt at length upon 
the divorce question, He said in part: 

" I am most urgent that we should con- 
sider the duty of giving a tone to society 
in the hope that when it can be induced 
to set its ban on offences against Cod's 
law, there will be a power at work fur 
more efficient to arrest the evil than can 
be measured by its good influence upon 
those who are determined to sin. Speak- 
ing practically, I beg you to consider 
whether the exigency of the .social crisis 
does not demand (lie heroic treatment of 
absolute' and unvarying prohibition. 

" If this church can by any Inugunge 
or by any enactment of canon or rubric, 
rid herself of all responsibility for re- 
marriage of the divorcee, she wi',1 have 
set up the barrier against the foul tide 
of desecration of marriage, of degrada- 
tion of family, of deterioration of the 
home, which must turn the current aside 
until it finds its way where it belongs, 
in the sewage, and not into the sources 
of supply."

They left Dawson on 
October lb', and when the steamer was 
caught in the ice started to walk out 
There were 22 of them in the party 
There was about six inches of snow 01 
the ground, and at times it was very 
cold, but this did not bother them as 
much as did the mild weather, which 
made travelling very disagreeable. 
George Gilbert, the chief engineer of 
the Canadian, had his feet, badly frozen 
and hud to be loft at one of the \v«j 
stations, while seven others also stopped 
along the route. During the thaw the 
river opened again and the Anglian gut 
through to White Horse on Friday last, 
several days after those who had walked- 
Marsh lake wa.s frozen, but the other 
lakes were open. Capt. Murray and 
party came out over the new mail trail, 
thereby making a big cut-off. The cap- 
tain says with the exception of the 
Stratum, of which nothing has been seen 
since she went under the ice, all the 
steamers an 1 now in safe winter quar- 
ters. The Gleaner and Australian were 
still running on Bennett lake, making 
trips to Cariboo Crossing. 

There were in all IIS passengers on the 
Danube, and Purser Nieholls says about 
840,000 in gold, of which T. Price bad

A late issue of the Skagway Alaskan 
telLs of the. arrival there of William Daw 
lor with a .startling story of the death 
from starvation of M. C. Daly of Boston 
and two Frenchmen. " Late in the fall 
of 1S!)8," the Skagway paper says 
" Bawler, together with the three men 
mentioned and a fifth named J. Smith- 
son, started out to prospect on the head 
waters of the Mosquito river. About 
Christmas time they went across the 
range and begun to stake ground 
Bonauza river. A blizzard came on and 
the cold was intense. Daly and the two 
Frenchmen became separated from the 
other two men and wandered away 
without provisions and with scant cloth- 
ing and blankets and a single tent 
After the storm Lawler and Smithson 
followed their footsteps in the snow. 
They found messages written on trees, 
telling the sad story of privation and 
suffering. After a time the little search 
ing party came upon the camp of their 
former comrades. Dentil had been 
there before them. On the ground, 
rolled in bis blankets, his form wasted 
to a mere skeleton, was the corpse of 
one of the Frenchmen. On a camp 
stove was a kettle containing a frozen 
mass that told its own story. It. was 
filled with the rawhide thongs of snow- 
shoes, which the starving men had at- 
tempted to boil for food. 

"A short distance from the tent, close 
beside the trail, was found the body of 
the other Frenchman, The wolverines 
had stripped every particle of Uesh from 
the bones. A little further on Daly's 
body was found in a similar condition. 
Securely buckled around the hollow ribs 
as if in mockery at its supreme helpless- 
ness in that solitude death, was n buck- 
skin belt containing $1,0011 in gold dust. 

" The bodies were buried as best they 
could be, and a well-known prospector

"The Klondike region isn't in it with 
the gold fields of Cape Nome," con- 
tinued Col. Wardner, "why, all you've 
got to dn 1 1 j > there is to walk along and 
pick up gold. 

"I left New York ia January last, com- 
missioned to prospect, in the Klondike. 
Sailing from Seattle on January 15, I 
reached Bennett Lake ten days la/er, 
spent the winter prospecting through the 
Atlin country, reaching Dawson City on 
.Inly 1. 1 so. in saw that claims were all 
staked out, country overrun with miner 
and claims worked to the limit. 

"I heard of rich discoveries at Cape 
Nome. Taking a steamer, I sailed down 
the Yukon to St. Michael and there re- 
embarked for the new gold fields, a trip 
of 1,70(10 miles from Dawson City. 

"I went into the diggings and entered 
several claims that have already proved 
bonanzas. Here is one nugget that 
is worth $25(1. No one can imagine the 
great wealth that lies along the Cape 
Nome beach. Anvil City is the centre 
of tin? richest milling camp on the face 
of the earth. 

"You hardly see a man walking along 
the Street that hasn't $1,000 in gold dust 
In his pockets. 

"There is uo ground whatever for tin 
four advanced in some quarters that the 
people at ('ape Nome will suffer from 
colli and hunger (luring the winter. There 
is a good stock of food in the warehouses 
at Anvil City, and beach wood is within 
easy reach. There are twelve big saloons 
I here, all supplied with fuel, anil the pro 
prietors have assured the miners that 
no one need suffer from cold while then! 
is fuel for the big stoves." 

Col. Wardner will spend the wilder in 
the States getting machinery to return 
tu 'bis fabulously rich region with the 
fresh breaking «of spring. He predl 
that the rush |n the new gold lields will 
exceed anything ihis country ever wit 
licssed. 

Incidentally Col. Wardner will put in 
idle moments writing an autobiography 
of his life. This is the title he will give 
the book: 

"Jim Wardner; or. Thirty Years a 
Hustler— a Tale of the Mines, by Him- 
self."
